A PEEL FROM ARIZONA, 


The Tombstone Kangers, and Their 


Movements and Inteutions. 
TomBstone, April 13.—Judge B. L. 
Peel, who has been active in organizing 
Rangers here, has received the follow- 
ing dispatch from Gov. Tritle: ‘‘Can I 


authoritatively state to the Secretary of 
the Interior that the Tombstone Rang- 
ers do not intend to proceed against San 
Carlos Agency?’’ Peel replied in sub- 
stance that the people having lost all 
faith in the military, had sent armed 
citizens to protect the people; that the 
Rangers had gone to Sonora, where the 
Indians were to be -found. 


MURDERED FOR HIs MONEY. 


The Murderer of Sweeny at Bakers- 
fielu Captured, 
BakERSFIELD, Cala., 13,—Pat- 
rick Fitzgerald, who murdered Deniel 
Sweeny last night, was arrested this af- 
ternoon at Delano, and will arrive here 


to-night at 10:30, on the southern bound 
passenger train. Two other men, John 
liyan and Walter O’Brien, were arrested 
here to-day for supposed complicity in 
the crime. It is now believed that 
Sweeny was murdered for his money, as 
he was known to have about forty dol- 
lars on his person. A post-mortem ex- 
numination revealed the fact that he had 
been beaten to death with some heavy 
instrument and from the poimt the 
ball entered the head, and the 
direction it took, he must have 
been lying face downward when it was 
fired. There were bruises on the bo 
and the skull was fractured longitu 
nally and transversely by a heavy blow, 
the effect of which alone would have 
been sufficient to have caused death. 
He was not instantly killed, as stated in 
the dispatch last night, but continued 
to breathe until this morning. He is 
said to have a father living in San 
Francisco whois counected with a tan- 
nery on Folsom street.

THE NEWHALL HOUSE FIRE, 


A Startling Revelation on the Triai 
ofthe Alleged Incendiary. 
MitwavkEE, April 13.—A sensation 
was caused at the Scheller trial, this 
morning, by the testimony of Linhan, 


chief engineer in the Newhall House at 
the time of the fire, who said he was re- 
cently approached by J. C. McKenny, 
attorney for Scheller, and a saloon-keep- 
er named Adam Roth, who asked him 
to swear that the fire was caused by a 
gas jet in the bottom of the elevator 
shaft, as that testimony would clear the 
accused. It was shown that Scheller 
was in debt over four thousand dollais, 
and proved that he attempted to borrow 
five hundred dollars trom Dr. Crocker 
before the fire. 


© TWO INDIAN SCALPS. 


A Fight on the Border with Above 
Result. 

TomsstonF, April 12.—A herder in the 
employ of Don Juan Elias, near the 
Customhouse, on the Sonora line, ar- 
rived to-day with the news of the killing 


of two Apaches near the southeast end 
of Swisshe}m mountains. Last Sunday 
two American prospectors who were 
camping near av Indian trail that crosses 
the valley tothe Chiricahua mountains, 
saw a band of mounted Indians ap- 
proaching. Secreting themselves, they 
awaited the approach of the savages. 
When they had arrived. within about fifty 
feet the prospectors opened with Win- 
chester rifles, dropping two redskins 
from their horses. The remainder of the 
band, panic stricken by the unexpected 
attack from concealed enemies, fled, fol- 
lowed by shots from the whites, resulting 
in the killing of a horse. Satisfied that 
the band would not return, the prospec- 
tors proceeded to inspect these ‘‘Good 
Indians.’’ As they approached, one of 
them rose to a sitting posture ard sent 
a shot through the left shoulder of one 
uf the prospectors. Beforé he could fire 
a second time, a ball from the other 
white man’s Winchester finished him. 
Scalping the two savages and securing 
their arms which bore a government 
brand, the prospectors came into Senor 
Elias’s ranch. Whether the Iilians 
killed were Government scouts or a raid- 
ing band from San Carlos Agency is not 
known. Every Apache in Arizona is 
considered an enemy and unless under 
immediate protection of the military will 
meet with the same fate when caught.

He would not take a conveyance to his 
hotel, but, accompanied by the English 
Consul and members of his party, and 
followed closely by a detective, walked 
leisurely to his hotel.

Striking, Riot and Bloodshed in 
Springtield, Illinois. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ills., April 12.—The 
union neu at the large rolling mills 
here went outon a strike some weeks 
ago. The mills were recently started 
with new hands gathered from various 
parts of the country. For several days 
the old union men have manifested an 
unruly disposition. To-day the situa- 
tion became desperate. A gang of union 
men foll,wed three non-union work- 
men, straugers, into the country, and 
assaulted and severely beat them, and 
threw th«m off of abridge. Two of 
the number have not returned and are 
said tobe seriously injured. Physicians 
started for the scene, but returned, be- 
ing afraid of their lives. This evening 
as the woikmen were leaving the milis, 
after getting outside of the high en- 
closure, a gang of strikers opened fire 
on them with rifles, shotguns and re- 
volvers. It is said that fifty shots were 
fired. Join Waldron, a young work- 
man rece)tly from Pittsburg, was in- 
stantly killed, thirty-four buckshots en- 
tering his side. Brainard Mulkarn was 
severely wounded in the chest and 
arms, itis thonght Seriously. No ar- 
rests have been made. The murderers 
are unknown, being in ambush. The 
workingmen are aroused and express 
determinztion to run the mill. 

AN IRISH MOB IN BOSTON. 

Boston, April 12.--A mob of about 
one thousand Irish assailed the house 
of the father of Lizzie M. Gannon, who 
brought action against Father Fleming 
to recover damages for removing her 
paper images.

WAGE CONTRASTS. 


very intelligent -and capable 
statistician, Robert P. Porter, has 
reached the pottery district in Eng- 
land and continues the record of his 

investigations into the condition of 

English laborers in hi last letter to the 
New York Tribune. It shows the 
same general situation of poverty and 
misery as has already been related by 
him of the people engaged in other 
English industries. ¢Speakiag of the 
general appearance of potters’ quarters, 
Mr.-Porter says: L— 

“On all sides of the waste ground 
are little streets, with old and miser- 
able houses, in which the potters live. 
We walked up and down scores of these 
streets in all the towns and found them 
much the same. The wages paid the 
great bulk of the potters only per- 
mit of their paying from 2s Yd to 3s 
(75 cents) a» week house rent. They 
live in one room, in which washing 
and ironing, eating and, not infrequent- 
ly, sleeping are done. The majority 
of the houses on these streets are any- 
thing but tidy and cheerful. Slovenly 
women and dirty, ragged children came 
to the doors of the houses as we passed 
along, and the mere fact of three re 
spectably dressed men walking through 
these streets excited the astonishment 
of the entire neighborhood, avd a cu- 
rious crowd followed at our heels.” 


Mr. Porter also gives a table of the 
average wages received by the opera- 
tives at Trenton, as compared with the 
wages received by American workmen,

VENTURA LETTER. 


A Lucrative Trade that Los Angeles 
Should Secure. 


Encouraging Crop Outlook—A Democratic 
Disturbance over the Brvoks-Steele Con- 
test--Oil Boom—The Santa Paula 
‘and Pico Canyuns. 


Correspondence of ‘the TIMES. 

San Borenaventura, Cal., April 10, 
1883.—It is singular, with her fa- 
reaching energy and enterprise, that 
Los Angeles has made no effort to 
render tributary to herself the fertile 
Santa Clara valley. Itis true, our pres- 
ent transportation facilities all lie in the 
direction of San Francisco, where our 
trading is now done; but paturally our 
country belongs to Los Angeles, into 
whose lap our fat fields and blooming 
orchards should of right pour their rich 
harvests of yellow grain and luscious 
fruits. A varrow-gauge railroad down 
the Santa Clara valley, entering cither 
at Newhall or by way of the Simi and 
Las Posas ranchos, would give to your 
city a trade that would fairly astonish 
your people; nor do I think the energy 
and capital for such an enterprise will 
long be lacking. If our road comes 
from Los Angeles you will be the 
gainer, undoubtedly. If it comes from 
elsewhere—whzy, trade has, before this, 
been wrested from cities as favorably 
situated as is Los Angeles by trade cen- 
ters more remote than San Francisco. 


In reaching out for the more distant 


traffic of cactus-covered Arizona, you 
have overlooked the wealth lyiug at 
your own doors. 

CROP OUTLOOK. 


At no time in the history of Ventura 
county were crop prospects more favor- 
able. Wheat and barley, early sown, 
have already con:menced to head, beans 
are being planted rapidly, and the chan- 
ces are that fogs and possible late rains 
will even insure a crop of corn. Farm- 
er@are earnestly turning their atten- 
tion to fruit-growing, also, more trees 
having been planted this Spring than 
ever before. Apricots and pruues are 
the favorites, our climate and soil seem- 
ing to be admirably adapted to both. 
On oranges and the citrus fruits we must 
yield the palm, however reluctantly, to 
Los Angeles, our coast proximity seem- 

ing to render the fruit thicker skinned 
and sour; but your county surpasscs_us 
only-in that. 

SENTENCE COMMUTED. 


The news comes that Vicente Garcia, 
who was to have been hanged on the 
20th inst., has had his sentence com- 
muted to imprisonment for life, and thus 
another murderer goes unwhipped of 
justice. The murder was a most cow- 
ardly one, Garcia unprovokedly disem- 
bowelling an unarmed Indian. His ac- 
complice, Olivas, is serving out a life 
sentence in San Quentin, while another 
accomplice, one Sosa, escaped by turn- 
ing state’s evidence.
